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’ PARCELS POST A CERTAINTY. 


A parcels post system for the United States is now a practical certainty. 

The details of a plan providing for a limited service have been prepared 
and will be urged upon congress at the next session by Postmaster General 
Meyer. The details of this plan were explained to the national rura] free 
delivery carriers’ convention in Atlanta by P. V. De Graw, the fourth assist- 
ant postmaster general. 

Various plans for the inauguration of a parcels post have been pieposed | 
by tormer heads of the post office department, but failed of indérsement by | 
| congress. The present system only proposes to make a start in the direc: | 
tion of a service which is now rendered the people by all the countries of | 
Europe. The plan provides: | 

(1) That the rate of postage on packages be reduced from 16 cents to 
12 cents a pound. 

(2) That the limitation put upon the weight of packages that can be 
admitted to the mails be increased from 4 to 11 pounds. 

(3) That a parcels post be authorized from the point at which any 
R. F. D. route originates, with rates fixed at 5 cents for the first pound 
and 2 cents for each additional pound, up to eleven pounds, so as to make 
the full rate upon a package weighing eleven pounds 25 cents. 

The department limits the 5-cent rate to packages sent from points | 
where the route originates. A merchant in Atlanta or Athens or Elberton | 
could send out goods to his customer, provided he lived on one of the! 
routes served from these cities. But if a merchant in Atlanta wanted to 
ship goods to a customer living just outside of Athens, he would have to 
‘pay 12 cents a pound. This charge is practically prohibitive. 

If a zone system could be devised, whereby the charges were made pro- 
portionate to the distance shipped, it would be more equitable. In other 
words, let the government fix the charges for this service just as the 
the transportation companies fix the charges for 


express companies and 
their service. 

The explanation of the plan given in the Atlanta address of Mr. De Graw 
showed a thorough study of the subject. It was a clear, practical and con- 
vincing argument as to the necessity for a parcels p@st system in this 
country to further extend the service rendered by the postal department to 
the people. 

Practically every country in Europe has a parcels post. Under interna- 
tional postal agreement we must admit to our mails packages from foreign 
countries weighing not more than eleven pounds at a uniform rate of 12 
cents. We also permit packages of the same weight to be sent by post at 
the same rates to foreign countries. But our own people are charged 16 
cents a pound for dofestic postage. and limited to packages weighing 
4 pounds. 

A package can sent by mail from Atlanta 
cheaper than it can be mailed from Atlanta to Marietta. 

The R. F. D. carriers have passed resolutions indorsing the plan, 
influence will be potent in securing favorable action by the representatives 
in congress from their respective sections.

County Line Decision, 

Secretary of State Philip Cook yester- 
day rendered his decision in the case of 
the county line dispute between Jones 
and Baldwin counties. The secretary's 
decision is in strict eweccordance with 
the law under which the line was es- 
tablished. He sets aside tne survey 
made by C. C. Anderson, which was the 
last survey made, on the ground that 
it began at the wrong point. The sec- 
retary’s decision indicates a tine some- 
where between those claimed on the one 
hand by Baldwin and on the other by 
Jones. In this particular case the de- 
cision appears to be in favor of Jones 
county. The secretary’s. decision indi- 
eating the manner in which the 
line should be established, 
lows: 

Jones County—lIn-re 
Disputed Boundary Line.—State of Georgia, 
Office of Secretary of State, Atlanta, Ga.— 
The above stated case, in which the boundary 
line between Jones and Baldwin counties was 
disputed, having been heard on the 25th day 
of July, 1907, and both parties having made 
due appearance, and after hearing the evi- 
dence and argument of counsel, the secretary 
of state is in serious doubt as to the cor- 
rectness of the survey which defines the 
boundary line between said counties, as run 
by Mr. C. C. Anderson. In conjunction with 
the law and the evidence submitted, the re- 
port of the official surveyor contains on {ts 
face reasons sufficient to cause its rejec- 
tion. This court recognizes the great ex- 
pense which the above counties have been 
subjected to in this matter, but where the 
boundary line between a county has been 
fixed by act, it is a’ question of law, and 
the secretary of state must express his re- 
gret that the surveyors who have run their 
line have not conformed to the act, defining 
Fame.
